coal 2J8 miles from Nicola through the 
Hope Mountains, Yet on 300 miles of 


prairie the C.N.R., which Premier Me- 
Bride tells us is going to reduce freight 
rates in British Columbia, the rate: is 
$3.00, At this rate the C.N.R. would 
charge $2.18 from Nicola to Vancouv- 
er, or 38 sents more than the C.P.R. 
now charges. 

Consider, too, the absurd reason put 
forward by the C.N.R. The Edmorton 
coal operators must first find a market, 
after which the -C.N.R. will consider the 
matter of rates. The C.N.R. erects a 
stone wall of exorbitant rates around 
the coal mines and tells the operators 
to jump the fence before they will think 
of reducing the freight rates. It is a 
nice line of reasoning. 

As freight rates reducers the C.N.R. 
does not seem to be regarded as a 
howling success in Saskatoon; in fact 
the people of that city are eagerly look- 
ing for relief from its exorbitant greed.
